It  is  a  pleasure  to  put  on  record  the  loyalty  of  the  various 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  without  which  it 
would  have  been  impossible  to  carry  out  the  work  that  has  been  done. 
Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  extremely  valuable  assistance 
given  by  Voluntary  Workers  in  the  Clinics.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services. 

The  Midwives  are  under  the  control  of  the  Warwickshire  County 
Council.  The  Municipal  Midwives  operate  from  the  Warneford 
Hospital. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

The  arrangements  with  the  Warneford  Hospital  for  the  admission 
of  maternity  cases  remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  In  1947, 
20  women  were  so  admitted  under  the  Council’s  scheme.

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A  nte-natal  Cl inic. 

The  total  number  of  attendances  made  by  445  women  at  the 
Ante-natal  Clinic  at  the  Warneford  Hospital  during  the  year  was 
2,045,  an  average  of  4‘6  attendances  per  patient.  The  figures  for  the 
previous  year  were  816  and  2,182  respectively. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

5,612  visits  were  paid  to  infants  and  5,269  to  children  between 
the  age  of  1  and  5  years,  406  visits  were  attributable  to  General 
Health  Visiting  and  581  visits  no  access  was  gained. 

245  visits  were  paid  to  expectant  mothers  as  compared  with 
249  the  previous  year. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

Hamilton  House.  Weekly  sessions  were  held  on  Friday  after¬ 
noons  as  previously,  with  an  additional  session  for  weighings  on 
Wednesday  afternoons.  In  addition  mothers  attended  daily  between 
9  and  10-30  a.m.  for  test  feeds,  minor  ailments  and  advice  by  the 
health  visitors.  The  morning  attendances  numbered  769  for 
babies  and  721  for  toddlers,  the  total  being  1,490. 

The  total  number  of  infants  and  toddlers  examined  by  Doctor 
during  the  twelve  months  was  592.  Weighings  numbered  5,034 
giving  an  average  of  101  children  weighed  weekly. 

Of  the  632  births  notified  during  1947,  408  infants  attended 
the  Welfare  Centre,  representing  65%  of  all  the  births  in  the  town 
as  compared  with  62%  the  previous  year  and  63%  in  1945. 

Dried  Milk  Distribution.  17,427  tins  and  packets  sold  at  cost 
price  from  the  main  and  branch  centres. 

Lillington.  Weekly  sessions  were  held  on  Thursday  afternoons. 
Attendances  numbered  2,010  as  compared  with  2,042  for  1946,  the 
average  per  session  being  40,  a  decrease  of  32  on  the  previous  year. 

The  sale  of  food  from  this  centre  which  commenced  from  the 
beginning  of  1944  continued  to  operate. 
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Vitamin  Supplements.  The  take  up  of  cod-liver  oil,  orange 
juice,  and  A  &  D  tablets  has  not  been  satisfactory  for  this  area. 
Efforts  continue  to  be  made  to  encourage  mothers  to  use  the 
facilities. 


CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

The  number  of  Infant  Protection  Visitors  is  3,  all  being 
Health  Visitors  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Register  who  were  nursing 
hcildren  for  reward  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  5. 

During  1947,  1  person  notified  that  she  had  undertaken  the 
charge  of  children.  1  child  was  transferred  to  its  own  parents.  6 
children  were  left  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

45  visits  were  paid  to  Foster  children  by  the  Health  Visitors. 


ULTRA  VIOLET  LIGHT  CLINIC. 

This  was  held  as  previously  on  two  mornings  weekly  at  Hamil¬ 
ton  House. 


ORTHOPHTDIC  TREA  TMENT. 

During  the  year  under  the  arrangement  with  the  Warneford 
Hospital  59  cases  received  treatment,  43  of  which  were  children 
under  school  age.  In  addition,  early  cases  of  rickets  were  treated  at 
the  Councils  Ultra-Violet  Light  Clinic,  and  cod  liver  oil,  splints, 
and  surgical  boots  and  irons  provided  for  necessitous  cases  free  of 
cost.  There  need  be  no  cases  of  Rickets  these  days  if  parents  will 
make  use  of  the  facilities  available,  and  see  that  their  children  take 
cod  liver  oil  regularly.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  sources  of  the  Town’s  water  were  as  described  for  previous 
years,  supplemented  to  a  small  extent  by  supplies  from  outside  the 
Borough. 

The  following  information  was  requested  by  Circ.  170/47  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  : — 

1.  The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity,  although  care  has  been  exercised  not  to  waste 
water. 

2.  Bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  are  made  monthly 
of  the  well  waters  and  weekly  of  the  filtered  river  water. 

3.  The  water  is  not  excessively  plumbo-solvent  and  no  special 
precautions  are  taken  against  this. 

4.  Chlorination  plants  are  installed  at  all  sources  of  supply  to 
counter  any  form  of  contamination.  The  chlorination  dose 
is  increased  or  decreased  according  to  circumstances. 

5.  Except  for  a  few  houses  supplied  by  stand  pipe  all  the 
population  is  supplied  direct.

The  Manager  of  the  Pump  Rooms  reports  that  the  small 
swimming  bath  was  again  kept  open  during  the  Winter  months. 
The  total  number  of  those  using  both  baths  during  the  twelve 
months  ended  31st  December,  1947,  was  100,288.  The  average 
attendance  per  week  during  the  Summer  season  (May  to  September) 
was  3,410,  and  during  the  Winter  season,  806. 

There  are  no  privately-owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the 
area  open  to  the  public.  Frequent  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  the  swimming  baths  water  were  made  during  the 
year  and  proved  satisfactory. 


RIVERS. 

Sources  of  pollution  both  inside  and  outside  the  Borough  were 
kept  under  observation  and  ameliorative  action  taken  as  far  as 
practicable. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

A  full  report  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme,  which  is  by 
means  of  Settlement  Tanks  and  Filters  on  land  at  Fleathcote, 
was  contained  in  the  report  for  1929.  During  the  year,  the  general 
character  of  the  sewage  effluent  was  satisfactory,  and  no  complaints 
were  received. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  cottages  in  the  Lillington  district, 
the  houses  throughout  the  town  are  supplied  with  water  closets. 

SCAVENGING. 

Approximately  8,737  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  and  received 
at  the  Destructor,  as  compared  with  8,636  the  previous  year.

The  responsible  authority  is  the  County  Council. 


DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES,  BEDDING,  ETC. 

Premises  are  disinfected  after  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria 
cases,  and  also  after  other  notifiable  or  non-notifiable  infectious 
disease  cases  where  the  medical  practitioner  deems  it  necessary. 

Bedding,  etc.,  is  conveyed  in  a  specially  adapted  motor  van  to 
the  Council’s  Steam  Disinfector. 

Books  are  treated  by  exposure  to  Formalin  vapour. 
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Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — During  the  year  91  rooms 
were  treated  for  bed-bug  infestation.  One  or  other  of  the  proprietary 
brands  of  liquid  insecticide  was  used  in  each  case,  with,  in  some 
Instances,  the  addition  of  vapour  from  the  disinfestator  blocks.
